This is why butter is 
scarce even under Hie high pro­ 
duction schedules of v ar goals 
for agriculture.

The price structure established 
for Pennsylvania and oilier in­ 
dustrial states of the northeast 
is based on utilization of milk. 
Tile bottled milk used for the 
consumer’s 
table 
carries 
tile 
highest price schedule. Next in 
line is fluid cream for table use 
or for the manufacture of ice 
cream and lowest in the utiliza­ 
tion schedule comes milk that 
is used for manufactured pro­ 
ducts. confections, butter and 
cheese. These prices are fixed by 
state milk control boards. 
Farmers are anxious to have 
their milk utilized In the fluid 
field because they receive the 
highest price for fluid milk. In­ 
versely they do not like to have 
their milk utilized as butter be­ 
cause they have traditionally 
received very low prices for milk 
thus used. 
The butter situation is a m at­ 
ter of simple 
arithmetic. If 
butter is wholesaling at 50 cents 
a pound a farmer will receive 
$2.00 a hundred for milk tliat 
averages four pounds of butter 
per hundred pounds. Skim milk 
is usually worth 50 cents a 
hundred pounds as a creamery 
by-product. Together butter and 
skim milk will average 82.50 per 
hundred pounds.

If ceilings on butter prices are 
advanced to 80 cents it is very 
doubtful if more butter will be 
made In the eastern part of the 
United States because profits on 
butter are measured in cents per 
pound and in no way compete 
With the profits on fluid milk 
and cream. Milk dealers will n a­ 
turally divert milk to tile most 
profitable channels. They make 
butter only as a' last resort. 
When cows return to pasture 
about May I or if unemploy­ 
ment and lower income forces 
consumers to drink less milk or 
eat less ice cream, butter will 
again take its place In our m ark­ 
ets. Neither farmers nor milk 
dealers welcome the day when 
their more profitable markets 
will be sacrificed. This is espec­ 
ially true while feed prices de­ 
mand the liigh dollar in dairy 
income. Federal subsidies are de­ 
signed to relieve tile cost of 
dairy feed.
